We have seen plctures of old mounds
bullt by the mound dwellers and the
bowl looks something Ilke these plc-
tures. Half way up this Yale mound
{8 sheathed with concrete. Then thers
is an embankment of green turf on top
of the concrete, to-day there was an
additional rampant of raw pine on top
of the embankment to mnke room for
the extre seato.

Ingress to the round is by nearly
thirty tunnels. You duck Into one of
these tunnels, along o brief subway,
golng sllightly upward, and suddenly
emerge In the bowl, but half way to-
ward the top.
